5. The papers filed 13 December 2007 amended the independent claims to include 
the measurement in a range of 5-200 ppb, and argue that the replacement of the sensing 
element is directly linked to this range of measurement and the response of the sensing 
element to nitric oxide in this range; see the remarks, page 10, line 8-10. It is noted that 
the Aylott et al reference, on page 2262, column 2, teaches that cytochrome-c in a sol-gel 
"can be used to detect gaseous NO in the range of range of 1-25 ppm, with a detection 
limit of 1 ppm NO", which is outside of the range (5-200 ppb, or .005-.2 ppm).
